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As in the previous four years, the collection of tho statistics of the 
external,trade of Bengal with Nepal, Sikkim, and Bhutan was limited to the 
registration of the traffic passing along all the important trade routes, of 
which there are 33 on the northern frontier of Bengal between tlie districts of 
Chumparun and Julpigorce. 

2. The total value of such trade registered during 1883-83, as compared

6. The gross value of the traffic registered during tho past year thus shows 
a triffiing decrease of Rs. 46,070 as compared with 1881-82. In the import trade, • 
there is an increase amounting to -68 per cent, but tho exports indicate a falling 
off of l’62porcent. Of the articles imported from Nepal, there has, however, 
been a largo ^increase in tho traffic in turmeric, food grains, hides, skins, ghee, 
linseed, timlJer, and specie, while amongst the articles of oxport, the decrease 
is conspicuous under Indian twist, and piece-goods, both European and Indian, 
but it w made up by a corresponding increase under raw cotton, and manufac¬ 
tured silk and woollen goods. The oxport of ^ brass and copper and their 
manufactures has also been largo, against a mai’ked falling off in safflower, 
jewellery, other metals, paints and colours, aiffl botelnuts: The fluctuation of 
traffic in all the m^oitant commodities will be briefly considered further op 
in this report. ^ 
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6. Tho information furnished by the different local officers regarding the 
importK levied by the Nepsiew imposts lovied by the Nepalese authorities on the 
authorities. traders after they leave or before they enter 

British territory during the past official year, is summarized as follows. The 
Collector of Chumparun viyrites:— 

“ Afi regards exports from Nepal, no taxes are levied on the exports of meroViandize 
by Nopaloso subjects. Britisb. subjects engaged in the grain trade with Nepal have to 
pair an anna in tlie rupee, or 6| per coat on the value of paddy and 15 per (sent on tho 
vedue of oilseeds brought away by river. Tho rates for tlie same kftida of produjjp when 
brought away by land are much\be same: 10 annas per cart load for dhan, and Rs» 1-8 per 
cart-load for oilseeds. But it is reported that these duties are not levied with the authority 
of tho Nopaloso Government. No si^eeial tax is levied on timber exported. A royalty of 
25 per cent on its value is paid for every tree cut down whether by a Nepalese or by a 
British eubjeot, and no further tax is levied on the expoit from Nepal into British territory. 
The annexed Table A gives tbo rates of duty levitHl on all the principal articles of commerce 
exported from Nepal into British territory, eo far ns they can be ascertained. # ^ 

Statenumt B gives the imposts levied on tho diiloront classes of goods imported into 
Nepal from British territory. Certain reductions of thes^ taxes are made in favour of a class 
of merchants in Nepal known as tho /iattls Kotlhi merchants, but who these Baffin Kotihi 
merchants arc no one is able to say. 

“ No preference sooms ig be given to one route over anothc^r on account of variation iu 
the incidence of taxation along the different reutoa. The lighter aiid more valuable classes 
of goods fire sent to Nopal by tho 8ogowlee route as u matter of convenience, because it is 
the most direct road to the frontier, and is now bridged througliout its length. Heavy 
goods are sent ui> by river, and country produce is, brought down from Nopal either by river 
or by tho Thori route, as it suits tho convenience of exporters.^’

* The duty levied per pony-load at Iletliowra, niiown in statement B, is 

put down at 8 picc, against 17 pice in tho two jirovlous years. The 
duty levied at Bichakhor in 1882-83 is said to liavc been at the rate of 
48 dhebuas (about seven annas) for every 12 ponj^-loads from wliolesale 
dealers, and 8 dhebuas (one and one third annas) i>cr pony-load from retail 
dealers; but in the two previous years tho rate given was 14 pico per 
pony-load. 

7. Along the MozufFerpore and Durbliunga frontiers it would appear 
that duty is generally levied by the load, at rates varying from one aiiint 
to nine pico for carts, two pico to one anna for bullocks, and one pico to one 
anna for coolies. The rate thus levied on exports is called khurcivjpi and 
that on imports lag.

Tho Deputy Comnn'asioner of Julpigoreo reports that, so far as has 
boon ascertained, no duties or imposts are levied on traders after they leave or 
before they enter tho British territory from Bliutdn.” 

12* From the foregoing statements it will bo observed thal: the rates of 
duty at different points on the frontier would seem to vary considerably. 
Whether there is r(3ally sucli a divergence as tho local reports would indicate is^ 
however, perhaps open to question. A special endeavour will now be made to 
ascertain precisely Avhat duties are really levied. Each of the local officers 
concerned will bo furnislued wijh copies of the reports submitted by the others, 
and will bo asked to institute careful pcixonal enquiries and report the result* 
Their attention will also be directed to the fiuctuations m the imports and 
exports at the different registering posts, and they will bo desired to consider how 
far those are tho results of variations in tho rates of duty. Altogether it is hoped 
that tho next Annual Report will present a less fragmentary review of thia 
subject than is now submitted.

The imports in the Darjeeling district show a steady ftrlling off of from 
2,268 nuuinds 13 sotus in 1880-81 to 1,897 maunds 2 seers in 1881-82, 
and 1,470 maunds 34 seers in 1882-83; and tho Deputy Commissioner 
writes that the decrease is only in accordance with the anticipation expressed 
by liim in his previous year’s report as to tho result of tlie reduction of duty 
on sea-borne suit, and that the facilities for transport afforded by the 
Darjc'eling-Hinialayan Railway will doubtless result in a still fuijr^her decrease 
in the importation of this salt. . The different places from whibh the supply

The qtumtity of untaxed salt carried to Julpigoroe, hotrerer, showed 
au incraase of 14 mauuds 88 aoera on tho 'figures ot 1881-82, but a large 
decrease of 66 niaunds 31 seers 8 chittacks compared with 1880-81. The 
local officer remarks that there does not appear to bo any special reason to 
account for these fluctuations, but from what ho has lately reported to Govern¬ 
ment in connection with the import lac trade with Bhutan, he has very 
little faith in the returns of the traffic mohurirs.

The foregoing statement shows an advance of -21 ])er coni in the imports, 
and of *38 per cent in the exports, as compared witli 188L82. The most 
noticeable features in tho trade of the year are an increase under rice (81,084 
maunds), paddy (1,10,*378 niaunds), rain crops (51,005 maunds), hides of 
cattle (32,609 pieces), linseed (00,830 maunds), silk, manufactured (Rs. 58,748 
in value), timber (1,07,758 maunds), and manufactured woollen goods

Tho increase in the 
exjiort trade was 15-75 and 42-50 per cent as compared with tho two previous 
years, but ui the imports from Nepal, tho figures show a dooroaso of 3,405 
mannds on tho trade of 18S1-82, and of l,8l,-3 maunds on that of 1880-81.

^gBinst Rs. 2,16,e01 in 1881-82 and Rs. 3,07,577 in 1880-81. 

TRADE BETWEEN BENGAL AND SIKKIM. 

33. The trade of Bengal with Sikkim and Thibet is rogistorod at Ihe 
frontier stations of Pheydong and Riingoet in tho Darjeeling district. It may 
generally bo stated that at present tho greater part of the Pheydong trade goes 
to, and comes from, Thibet, while practically tlio whole of tho Bungeot trade 
belongs to Sikkim proper. This trade is of increasing importance. Gpori the 
opening of the Trans-IIimalayan Railway and tlio conijdetioii of tlie road to 
the Jeylep Pass, it was reasonably expected that a considerable impotus would 
be given to tho trade.with Ihibct; but tho returns of traffic registration for the 
year 1881-82 did not show that this had been tho case. The fiit'utonant- 
Governor therefore directed the Deputy Comnnsbioner of Darjeeling to cnn)lt)y 
such means as may be available to him to ascertain tlio cause of the want of 
elasticity which was indicated by the figures for that year, and submit a report 
of the result of his enquirie*s for the information of Government. In reply to 
this communication, the Deputy Commisbioncr writes:— 

I may remark at tho outset that it takes a long timo for any change in tho ohannoh 
of trade to make itself felt in Thibet. Only one journey is doruj each way by traders in 
the year. These men only found tho railway operi through to Darjeeling when they came 
in early in tho cold weather of 1881-S2. Any information tliey took back about this would 
only take elfeot in the present cold weather, and at a retujul inspi^otiou of the tiafho stations 
at Kungeot and Pheydong, I saw imlieations of the further development ot tho 1 ratio. The 
road to tho Jeylop Pass has boon open some years. Tho only rootMit altorafion iu the route 
has been the opening of the Toesta bridge, and iuformatiou ot this would ouly ha\ o gouo 
into Thibet last cohi weather. 

Much depends on the treatment of the traders at tho Passes Two cold weathers ago, 
the Thibetans were very ohstruotivo and rapacious Probably this chookod trade hist year, 
bujtthe traders were better treat<Hl, mul those wlio loft liouses and pro]>orty belaud them in 
• Thibet were allowed to pass freely. This year oven those without means of their own have 
met with no discouragement, and as 1 have said, trade is improving. 

I dare say, inattention to ordois on faehaU of the rtgisfering dorks may have uflbotod 
the returns m the past, but I am doing iny bt‘st to roii?p them, and have, as reportod above, 
only recently thoroughly inspco toil llio static ns. Roth cl oiks li a vo been warned, and one 
temporarily suspended, and I trust tliat no indulonce on their part will hide the improvement 
which, I believo, to have really set in in tho Thibetan tiade.” 

The Lieuteuaut-Govornor b('liov(\s that a very important trade with 
Thibet can bo opened up through Sikkim, if ohsiructions arc removed and 
facilities offered. Special attention has boon paid to this subject, and tho 
Lieutenant-Governor’s views will shortly be laid before the Government of 
India in a separate communication

85. It will be seen that the increase in the total trade amounted in value to 
Rs. 62,898 compared with 18*51-82, and to Rs. (>7,581 compared with J 880-81. 
The import trade showed an advance of over 19 per cent on tho figures of 
the two previous years, and tho export trade an advance of 35*21 jior cent on 
the trade of 1881-82, and of 43*75 per cent, on that of 1880-81. Tho remarks 
offered by the Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling in his annual administration 
report are as follows :— 

** Tho Eungeet station, which registers tlie Sikkim traffic, shows the import of Indian com 
to have doubled. As regards tho supply of poultry and qthor lifo-stock, however, the returns 
show that Sikkim has done less business than last year. At Pheydong, where the Thibetan 
and Sikkim traffic is registered, ihe imports of shoep have, according to tho returns, more than 
doubled. The supply was, I know, very free ; but I fear the figures mean partly that the 
mohurir was lax in his work iu 1881-82, for there is an inoroaso under blankets and other 
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f iaoe^goods, which ia in excess of ©Ten ihki marked reiriTel of the Thihetan trade, which hm, 
know, taken place* The imports of nntaxed salt ate gradually decreasing* The supply 
of ponies from Thibet and Bhutan has been qxiite up to the average* 

The exports at these registering stations consist chiefly of piece-goods and tobacco, to 
which at Nuksarharee must be added salt. The exports of piece-goods show a very large 
inorcasG chiefly in the direction of Nopal*^’

37, The value of ponies imported from Sikkim rose from Rs. 2S,250 in 
1880-81 to Rs. 48,225 in 1881-82, and Rs. 49,725 in 1882-83. There 
was a sliglit increase in the value of cattle imported, but the figures are 
still below those of 1880-81 by Rs. 1,560. The increase under sheep and goats 
amounted to as much as 53*07 and 140-86 per cent as compared with the 
two previous years, l^his trade is nearly all registered as Phoydong, and the 
increase from 3,359 animals in 1880-81 to 5,900 in 1881-82 and 9,176 in 
1882-83 is very sati.'^ftu'tory. The value of miscellaneous rain crops, chiefly 
Indian corn, is Rs. 10.029 in excess of the totals of 1881-82, and Rs. 13,012 
in advance of those ot 1880-81. Tlie trade in ghee is steadily increasing* 
The imports of manuftKjtured woollen goods (chiefly blankets) show a la^ge 
advance, amounting to more tljau double the value of the 8up})ly registered 
during the preceding two years. One of the most satisfactory features in 
tlie trade of the yt ar Is the beginning of a steady import of wool. There is 
an unlimited supply of this staple of excellent quality within a few days' 
journey from Darjeeling, and there can bo no doubt that if the channel were 
opened there would be a free flow of trade. It is interesting to ob^serve that 
in the first four months of the current year the imports of wool have been double 
tlnmo of the whole of the pr^wivious year. Tlie salt shown above is the untaxed 
foreign salt, of which an account has already been given in this report. The 
figures, however, show a satisfactory decrease, amounting to 50*12 per cent 
as cf)mpared with 1881-82, and to 49*65 per cent as coujpared with 1880-81 ; 
and the facilities for transport afforded by the opening of the railway will 
doubtless result in a .still further diminution in this trade. The value of 
foreign tea, which is the brick tea of Thibet, shows a decrease of Rs. 1,210 on 
the figures of the previous year. In the last report, a hope was expressed that 
the tea-planters of Darjeeling and th< Dooars will make some effort to displace 
tlie brick tea by pre[>aring coarse tea for the Thibetan market, and a pamphlot 
written by a genthirneu of special experience in this matter has already been 
widely circulated to disseminate information on the subject.

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80^ It will b« seen that tho trado in European pioce-^ods has Iwp}/ 
expanded^ the value of exports amounting to Rs, 45,702 against Rs. 29,121 in 
1881-82 and Rs* 23,744 in 1880-81, It has been ascortainod that the us© of 
cotton fabrics is becoming popular in Thibet, and that there is rapidly increasing 
demand for piece-goods ot all kinds. The indigo exports show an advance of 
151*72and 142^72 per cent on the trade of the preceding two yeEus respectively 
The supply of brass and copper and their manufactures sent to Sikkim 
has also been large, the incroaso being Rs. 2,760 in excess of tiio transactions 
of the previous year. The rise in the tobacco trade is 109*72 per cent as 
compared with 1881-82, and 20*58 per cent as compared with 1880-8L Tho 
large decrease shown under paints and colours is owing to tho return of the 
trade to its normal state* It is important to observe that under tho three heads 
of piece-goods, indigo, and tobacco tho exports have nearly doubled in two 
years.

41. The Lieutenant-Governor is unable to accept the figures of the two 
years previous to 1882-S3 as being finally correct, for the result oi the enquiries 
made through the Deputy Commissioner of Ju!pigorc(', under the orders 
of the Government of India, regarding the shcll-lat* trade registered in 
those years, showed that tho figures of this trade submitt(*d to Government 
since 1878-79 were for tho most part fabricated by the registering moluirirs 
at Buxa and Ambari stations. From September 1*^81, Uovvover, tliere has been 
a^ew traffic mohurir at Buxa, wlio is said to bo intelligent and careful, and it 
is owing to him that the inaccuracy of the two previous years’ returns has been 
brought to light. The mohurir at Ambari has also been dismissE'd from 
tho service of GovernnK'nt, and it is hoped that some improvement may b(‘ 
effected in the registration of tliis traffic.
